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WHAT TO DO WITH WET LANDS. 


We are having a number of letters 
from uarmers who find themselves un- 


able to put in small grain crops on low 
lying lands that have been farmed suc- 
cessfully up to last year and that have 
been water-soaked ever since. One 
correspondent of southern Iowa writes 
that he is a newcomer in the country, 
has several hundred acres of land de- 
scribed as black, heavy clay loam, that 
on the 16th was too wet and would be 
for a week to come, and _ asks 
whether it would be advisable to sow 





there is too much hot weather during 
the season of their growth. 

Nor would we advise spring wheat 
or barley at those late dates. They 
are both, like oats, cool weather crops, 
germinating at a low temperature and 
requiring all the cool weather they 
can get in this climate. Much later 
sowing would be permissible in the 
latitude of northern Iowa and north. 

Why can not our correspondent sow 
the sixty or seventy acres he wishes 
to seed down at once and give the 
grasses the full use of the land? It is 
a mistake to suppose that clover and 





directed. We-.would then prepare the 
land for corn and plant corn up to June 
Ist, using for the later plantings a 
rather earlier variety. Longfellow’s 
Yellow Dent or Riley’s Favorite, or 
any other ninety-day corn would have 
plenty of time to mature after June 
Ist or even the first week in June. 
We would put the rest of the land to 
sorghum or Kaffir corn, preferably sor- 
ghum, as we believe this would give 
better results than millet. 

The exceeding wetness of low lying 
lands this year séems to be a surprise 
to some of our readers. It is precisely 





corn as long as corn will mature, and 
then sow sorghum, Kaffir corn, or cow- 
peas. The time to sow these in the 
latitude of southern Iowa is from the 
5th of June to the Ist of July. 

The same course should be pursued 
in the heavier clay lands of Missouri, 
where the rainfall seems to have been 
greater up to date than it is in south- 
ern Iowa. These lands will grow great 
crops of sorghum after it is too late to 
put in corn. Lands of this character, 
however, will give better results if a 
large portion of them is put to grass 
than in any other way. The way to 
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oats, finishing about the first of May, 
and if not, what small grain we would 
recommend. Also, whether it would 
be advisable to sow flax on this land, 
or millet, and what kind of a crop could 
be sown that would act as a nurse crop 
for tame grasses. 

The answer to this letter will prob- 
ably be helpful to a good many readers 
who have smaller tracts of land of 
this character, and hence we give it a 
public as well as private answer. First, 
we do not think it advisable to sow 
Oats in southern Iowa as late as the 
first of May. The bane of the oats 
crop is the hot summer weather. Oats 
Properly belong to a cooler climate, 
and in southern Iowa and south should 
be sown just as early as it is possible 
to get them in the ground in March or 
the first half of April. If sown late, 
they will grow, of course, but the 
growth will be rank, very rapid, and 








' timothy will succeed only when sown 


in March or the first half of April. 
They germinate splendidly with suffi- 
cient moisture in the ground up to the 
first of July; therefore, we would seed 
this tract to clover and timothy at once 
and if the weeds should threaten to 
smother out the clovers, mow them off 
and give the clover a chance. We 
have no doubt that under the condi- 
tions described a splendid grass crop 
could be grown this year. 

If the land was clean of weeds and 
weed seeds, a crop of flax might be 


grown, but in the latitude of southern | 


Iowa we would hesitate a good while 
before sowing flax on foul land. 


bane of the flax crop on that kind of | 


land is weeds, and a weedy flax crop is 
next to no crop at all. 

If we had land of this kind, we would 
sow down what we intended for clover 
and timothy at once and treat as above 


what we anticipated. Thé reason is 
that while the surface of the uplands 
may seem to be dry, the soll is about 
as full of water as we have eVer known 
it, as shown by the springs and sloughs. 
The water all the country over tends to 
move downward and the water in the 
uplands pressing down catises the 
water to rise in these low lying lands; 
hence, they will be wetter than the 
amount of the rainfall this spring 
would lead any person to suppose. It 
is pressure of the water in the higher 
lands round about that causes these

| low lands to be wet, and they will con- 
tinue to be wet, except where drained 
naturally or artificially, so long as the 
f country at large is so fully saturated 
with water as it is. Hence, where 
these lands can not be sown down to 
| grass, giving them the full use of the 

land, which may be done any time in 
| May, the best thing to do is to plant 





get the very best results on lands of 
this character is to tile drain them. It 
may cost from $10 to $20 per acre, but 
where land will drain at all this will 
be found to be a profitable investment, 
provided the tile are properly laid.

THE CATTLE QUESTION. 

A good many farmers are all at sea 
on the cattle question. The high prices 
of last year, the large amount of cattle 
offered as feeders, and the temptation 
to buy in order to utilize the soft corn, 
resulted in throwing a large number 
of cattle, finished and half finished, on 
the market during the last three or four 
months and there have been very heavy 
losses to individual farmers as a con- 
sequence, especially to farmers who 
did not have very much experience in 
feeding cattle. After a farmer has lost 
a large portion of his corn crop, he’ is 
apt to conchide that there is no money 
in feeding cattle, and he will have noth- 
ing more to do with them. In order to 
anticipate just this, when farmers 
wrote us last fall asking our advice, we 
ventured to predict that there would 
be a glut of cattle on the market up 
until April or May, and advised either 
early feeding so that they could be 
marketed before Christmas or late 
feeding for July and August. 

The farmer who has lost money is 
now tempted to imagine that the coun- 
try is full of ‘cattle, that there will 
always be enough coming on from the 
ranges and the cotton seed districts to 
keep prices down below the. paying 
point. This, we think, is entirely un- 
warranted. There is no evidence of 
any increase per capita in the number 
of cattle in the United States. In fact, 
we think the babies are’ coming faster 
than'the calves, and will egntinue to do 
so; therefore, the cattle business in the 
future, if properly conducted, will be a 
reasonably safe ‘business. 

There are three or. four classes of 
men who can handle cattle with entire 
safety. For exanrple, the-man who has 
dual purpose’ cows, milks them, ‘feeds 
the milk warm and sweet to the calves 
and supplements this with a properly 
balanced ration, mainly shelled corn 
after the calf is two months old, need 
never fear losing any money in that 
line of business. He can grow cattle 
as cheap as any mar living, quality 
considered. The ranchman may grow 
calves and sell them at a less price per 
head, but if the farmer has used the 
right kind of sire he will be able to 
furnish them cheaper than even the 
ranchman, for the ranchman must, if 
he is to be successful, provide some 
sort of winter feed, must have fenced 
pastures, must spend large money in 
securing the right kind of sires, or else 
he must meet with losses which will 
be entirely destructive of profits. The 
farmer with good dual purpose cows, 
properly mated, need not have’ the 
slightest fear of the steer going back 
on him. 

The farmer who buys this creamery 
patron’s calves and grazes them a year 
on good blue grass or clover pastures 
need not have any fear that they will 
lose him any money. He can put on 
three or four hundred pounds during 
the year with the minimum of expense, 
and while some years his profits may 
be small, they will average.up well. 

The main losses in handling cattle 
come to the feeder; not to the feeder 
who stays with the business from year 
to year, feeding cattle every year, 
whether cattle be high or low, whether 





corn be cheap ot dear, who has thor- 

oughly mastered the business, but to 

the man who feeds one year and does” 
not feed the next, and who, ‘therefore, 

lacks experience in buying, in feeding, 

and in selling. This man is qufte likely 

to be hard hit every once in awhile, is 

very. likely after one hard stroké to-go 

out of the business, and let some other. 
inexperienced fellow take his place and 

get a dose of the same medicine. 

We have had a feeling for three or 
four years that our system of feeding 
cattle needs readjustment. Most 
farmers are feeding cattle as_ their 
fathers and grandfathers did. Our 
grandfathers were wise in their 
methods. They had cheap corn, aged 
steers, corn was a drug on the market, 
and they were feeding not to make 
beef but to find a market for corn. The 
new uses to which corn has. been put, 
the large demand for it for manufac- 
turing purposes has changed all this 
and only in a few places do we now 
feed cattle and hogs for the purpose 
of finding a market for corn. We are 
feeding instead for the production of 
meat and the old method of feeding 
half a bushel of corn per day to steers 
with hogs to follow will not, in our 
judgment, win much longer. It has 
not been successful in the years that 
are past 

It is well just here to note how the 
Canadian feeders and the foreign 
feeders manage to get along with much 
higher priced corn and still make some 
money. Fourteen pounds of corn per 
day is very heavy feeding with them; 
in other words, they would regard our 
half feed as full feed. Again, they use 
a much greater variety of feed than 
we do, a lesson which the American 
feeder seems to be slow to learn.'*No 
two feeds given separately’ are any- 
thing like as good as the same two 
feeds given together. The steer likes 
variety, -and must -have it. We will 
have'to do more grinding of corn and 
cutting of hay. in the future than we 
have’in ‘the past. ’ 

Another thing we must remember: 
that we are feeding a class of cattle 
different from those which our fathers 
fed. They fed two, three, and four- 
year-old steers; we are feeding year- 
lings and two-year-olds. They were 
feeding for fat; we are feeding for 
flesh. They could succeed with corn 
as a sole grain feed, fed whole, with 
hogs to follow. We are feeding for 
flesh ahd-must give a flesh-forming 
food; less carbohydrates, more. protein. 

It is well before we undertake to 
feed the corn crop we are now growing 
to think over this matter. There is no 
need of getting frightened lest the cat- 
tle business should be overdone. None 
of us will ever live long enough to see 
that. There may be times of depres- 
sion when the laboring man is out of 
employment for the time being, but 
the human stomach will always have 
a relish for good beef. Somebody must 
furnish that beef> The man who fur- 
nishes the best beef-will get the most 
money for it and make the most profit. 
There is no need of discouragment. 
There is need of careful.study.as to 
how to grow beef at the greatest profit. 


THE LATE MERGER DECISION. 


In. our issue of.the 17th we called 
attention to ‘the very important: de- 
cision recently .rendered by. the United 
States Court of Appeals..in what is 
known as the Northern Securities case. 
This is one of the most important and 
far reaching decisions that has ever 
been rendered by any of our higher 
courts, and if it is affirmed by the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
which we have little doubt it will be, 
we may feel assured that we have 
passed the turn of the road and that 
the crisis involving so much danger in 
the future to all our interests is indeed 
past. 

The principle upon which these 
mergers have been made is something 
like the following: <A holding com- 
pany, or merger, is a _ corporation 
created to hold and control the stocks 
of other corporations, whether in the 
line of transportation, industrial, or 
any other line. A majority of the stock 
always controls in corporations, and 
to control any one of our great lines 
it is necessary to either own or have 
options on the majority of the stock 
voted. A holding corporation is a cor- 
poration representing a majority of 
the majority of the stock; that is, the 
Northern Securities Company repre- 
sents the men who hold the majority 
of the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific, which also hold a majority of 
the stock of the Chicago, Burlington & 
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pany, in which there is $46,000,000 of 
water, controls all these three great 
lines of railroads: 

Had this stood the test of the courts 
there would soon have been a South- 
ern Securities Company controlling the 
railroads of the southern states, and 
by and. by a Central’ Securities Com- 
_.pany which would. control the railroads 
in- the middle states. All that would 
be necessary, therefore, to put the 
entire’ transportation interests of the 
United States in the hands of a very 
few men would be to organize still an- 
other company that would hold. a ma- 
jority of the stock of these different 
securities companies and a majority 
of that stock would, therefore, control 
ihe entire situation. 

The effect of the decision is to put 
an end to all this pyramiding of stocks 
and the reasoning of the court applies 
it to all other combinations of a similar 
kind; for example, the United States 
Steel Company, which is a holding 
company, representing the majority in- 
terests in all the companies belonging 
thereto. In the organization of these 
companies the stock is watered enor- 
mously and the companies are so man- 
aged as to pay dividends on this water. 
For instance, the real property of the 
company is represented. by what is 
called preferred stock, the debts of 
the company by bonds, and the pros- 
pects of the companies by common 
stock which has no value whatever 
beyond expectations. When business 
is thus condensed in.a few hands it is 
possible to so advance prices, that is, 
to wring enough profits from the peo- 
ple, to pay dividends on this water or 
prospects, all of which is robbery out- 
right. - . 

The court holds that any combina- 
tion of this kind inVolving interstate 
commerce is a'monopoly, the object 
of: which is to interfere with the legit- 
imate trade, and, therefore, must~be 
suppressed. No one can realize as yet 
how far this decision will reach. One 
thing is quite sure, it will pnt a stop 
‘to the wild speculation in stocks which 
absorbs the capital of the country 
needed for legitimate purposes, and 
when danger threatens appeals with 
effect to the United States Treasury 
for help in their troubles. Had this 
business gone on a year or two longer, 
these watered stocks would have been 
worked off on the people of small cap- 
ital and the loss eventually, when the 
smash comes, as it will, would be 
borne by people who are not able to 
bear it. The frantic efforts made by the 
leaders in these manipulations to. get 
the department of justice to hold off 
and not push suit shows how 
clearly they realize their danger. 
The sooner -the water is squeezed 
out of these watered stocks, the 
better it’ will be for the country. 
If the result is the bankruptcy of the 
men who have been robbing the public 
in a wholesale way, what matters it? 
People may be panic: stricken for 
awhile and the legitimate business of 
the country’ decrease, but this will soon 
right itself. "These great organizations 
of capital. may decree that the presi- 
dent, who is looked upon as the origi- 
nator of the whole movement, shal? not 
be re-elected. The people, however, 
will take care of that. All the harm 
that will follow will be the wiping out 
of the illegitimate operations on the 
part’of the manipulators of great cor- 
porations. Great good will follow in 
protecting the people from bonds and 
stocks that have no value and ‘also 
from the oppréssion which must be 
practiced in order to pay dividends on 
these watered stocks. 

That the men who are managing these 
stocks ‘have no confidence in them 
themselves is very clearly seen in the 
case of the United States Steel trust, 
the largest corporation of them all. 
That company actually earns and pays 
4 per cent on its common stock, and 
that stock sells at 35 cents on the dol- 
lar. Does any man suppose that if 
the men who hold this stock believed 
it had intrinsic value they would sell 
persistently whenever the stock ad- 
vanced to between 35 and 40 cents? 
The preferred stock of this company 
actually makes and pays 7 per cent, 
and yet when other 7 per cent stocks 
are 50 per cent above par this stock 
persistently sells between 90 cents 
and $1.00. Still further, $200,000,000 of 
this 7 per cent stock has recently been 
exchanged for 5 per cent bonds and 
the bonds sell higher than the stock, 
all of which shows that Morgan and 
his associates are simply playing a 
confidence game on the people. 

Some timid souls may imagine that 
this country can not get along with- 
out men of the Morgan type and trem- 
ble when the water runs out of these 
stocks on Wall street. There are other 
timid souls who think the country will

and destruction. 


THE HALF OR THE WHOLE VALUE 
OF THE MANURE—WHICH? 

There is a good opportunity eys ry 
spring for the farmer to keep his cake 
and eat it, too; or, to put it in another 
way, for the farmer to get the full value 
of his manure at once, and, so to speak, 
grow more manure. He must either 
do this or by allowing it to lie in the 
yard ail summer lose half of its value 
and one year’s use even of thai In 
other words, to be a little more ex. 
plicit, the farmer boy who by pushing 
his work has cleaned: up his yards and 
got his manure out on the meadows or 
pastures loses nothing of its value 
whatever. There is no value lost by 
evaporation from manure scattered out 
on the field. All that is lost is water 
and what little ammonia may. have 
been formed in the pile. This is no 
real loss, for it Would havVetieefi lost 
anyhow. When ammonia is once 
formed it passes off into ‘the air. After 
it has been put upon the field, the rains 
wash the soluble parts of the manure 
into the soil where they enter into 
mechanical’ combination with the soil 
constituents and are immediately 
available for plant food. The grass 
roots are hungry for that sort of ‘food 
and take it up at once. 

One of the great benefits of manure 
to land is furnishing a supply of 
material for humus. The microbes 
whose province it is to tear down dead 
matter at once begin work on it, and 
the result is a wonderful stimulus to 
the pastures and meadows, an increase 
of root growth by reason of a more 
abundant supply of food, and, so to 
speak, the growing of fertility or 
humus in the soil itself. You thus get 
an increasing value of manure; so to 
speak, it grows. 

If, on the other hand, it is left in 
the barnyard, there is enormous waste 
in two directions.. Heating. develops 
ammonia, which passes off into the at- 
mosphere and is washed out of the at- 
mosphere on to some other fellow’s 
land by rains. The soluble portions are 
washed out on to lower lands by the 
heavy summer rains, and the natural 
result is that in six months you have 
lost fully half of the value of the 
manure and besides lost the use of it 
during this season. 

Farmers, we Know, are busy prepar- 
ing their land for corn and have no 
time except when the land is too wet 
to work to get out the manure. Our 
main object in writing this,article is 
to show to the men who have neglected 
it how much they have lost in the hope 
that in years to come they will make 
a special effort to avoid this immense 
loss. Our lands in the Mississippi val- 
ley are rich, but they need all the 
manure that can be found on the farm 
all the same. The man who wastes 
his manure by allowing it to lie in the 
yard with the idea that it is getting 
better by decomposition is making a 
serious mistake. Get it out whenever 
you can, but the quicker you get it out 
the more it is worth; the longer you 
let it lie, the less. 

The preferred place to put manure 
is always on grass lands, whether 
meadows or pastures, for the two-fold 
reason that you get immediate use of 
it and that by stimulating the grass it 
actually grows in value. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion has ordered an investigation into 
the reasonableness, justice, and legal- 
itv of the general advance in rates on 
grain and grain products made by the 
several railroads between Omaha, St. 
Louis, and intermediate points to Chi- 
eago. During last fall these rates 
were very much advanced and the com- 
mission has ordered the roads to file 
answers before the commission May 
ist and hold themselves in readiness to 
appear by representatives and state 
how much they are advanced, why 
they advanced them, and justify the 
reasonableness of the advance. 

It is to be hoped that investigations 
by this commission will do more good 
in the future than they have in the 
past. This much good at least will re- 
sult, the facts as they exist will be 
published.

To make the matter worse, the roads 
this spring over the entire state are 
inusually bad.

If we have a dry season this 
will, of course, get away. If we have 
a wet season like last year it will con- 
tinue full and roads will be bottomless 
places and in other places 
All this in the level -por- 
tion ol the state. 

In the south half, east pf the divide, 
the sloughs are full of water and mud- 
oles that were not in evidence for 
wo or three years prior to the summer 
ff 1902 will be in evidence this year. 
Wherever a bed of clay on the same 
level with the head of the slough comes 
out in the road there will be an ugly 
mudhole, and usually one on the same 
level on the opposite side of the hill. 
The surplus water in the hills will be 
seeking its level, and, of course, rise up 
in the valleys or along the bottom lands 
so that the great road problem that 
confronts farmers now is how to get rid 
of the water in the roads. 

Four-fifths of the farmers will have 
whatever in macadamized 
or covered roads this year. They may 
come in time in many sections of the 
state, but now now. The aid from the 
federal government, state, and county 
may be available some time in the 
future, but the present difficulty which 
confronts the farmer is how to make 
the roads passable this year, next year, 
and the year afterwards. We desire to 
repeat, therefore, what we have been 
saying with more or less frequency for 
the last twenty years, namely, that 
Water uncontrolled is the prime cause 
of bad and the one _ problem 
Which farmers need to study now is 
how to get rid of water. 

Fortunately, water is one of the most 
accommodating things in the world. 
It will get out of the way if you will 
let it. It never stays in the road a 
minute longer than it has a chance to 
set away; therefore, the problem, and 
the only one the farmers need to con- 
sider now, is how to give the water a 
chance to get away. It is all folly to 
srade roads and macadamize 
them, or do anything else with them, 
"until first provide for the escape 
of the water 

There are two ways in which water 
damages roads; the water that comes 
In Irom adjoining lands and the water 
that falls from the sky. To get rid of 
the first, you must drain. There is ab- 
solutely no other way. These drains 
7 many places may be open drains and 
‘he soil removed in constructing the 
(rain may be used to the best ad- 
Vantage in grading up the road bed and 
rounding it off so that the water that 
comes above will have a chance 
away. It is all nonsense to un- 
de riake to make a road bed unless you 
first the water to get away.- In 
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many cases tiling is needed. For ex- 
ample, these spouty places on the hill- 
Sides can all be removed at a very 
ie ep bonne. by covered drains of 

even wood or brush, 


Provided they are properly constructed 
and have sufficient outlet. When we 
lived in Winterset, Iowa, there was a 
mudhok one spring on the side of a

hill so deep that farmers had to hitch 
their teams and walk a mile to town. 
One of the neighbors who knew a thing 
or two about road making, and more 
than a good many supervisors do, sim- 
ply. cut a V-shaped drain above the 
mudhole and. filled it with small stone, 
which were abundant, and gave the 
water a chance to get away without 
pushing out into. the road bed. The 
thing was done, and done for all time. 
There was no further need of hitching 
horses and walking to town. It prob- 
ably cost in labor two or three dollars; 
in cash, not a cent. 

Tile, of course, are the best for this 
kind of work, but where tile are not 
available and where there is no stone 
and no gravel, the drain may be made 
out of timber, just common trees, by 


taking pieces. six or eight inches in 
diameter, quartering them, sawing 


them off.the required length, and put- 
ting them in singly so that they fill up 
the drain above and leave a space of 
two or three inches in diameter and of 
the same depth in the bottom. In our 
boyhood we made many such drains 
and they lasted for thirty or forty 
years. When timber of this size can 
not be had there is always' brush, 
plenty of brush, and brush properly put 
in and covered will do the business 
for five years. When the under-water 
has been removed by drains, all that is 
necessary is to grade up the road so 
that the water that falls from above 
can run off. It will be sure to do so if 
you simply give it a chance. 

In grading up a.road, the harrow 
should be used thoroughly. A great 
deal of the labor of road making is lost 
by scraping large chunks of mud into 
the middle of the road with fine dirt 
between them. This is a sure way to 
make a bad road. No better recipe 
could be given unless it would be that 
of damming Up the water.so as to flood 
the road.. Every thrasherman using a 
horse power knows that he.gets the 
best treadway for his. horses on a field 
that has been plowed and thoroughly 
harrowed. The finer it is pulverized 
the better treadway the horses make. 
Use the same common sense in mak- 
ing roads. Do not throw on to the 
roads weeds nor truck of that kind. 
It is simply a contribution to bad roads. 

No matter what kind of permanent 
roads are proposed, getting rid of the 
water must be the first. condition. It 
is utter nonsense and folly to put 
gravel and stone, or any other kind 
of covering, on a water-soaked road 
bed; nor is it of. much use to grade up 
a road, bed, even if you made it six 
feet high, if. you have a pond of water 
on either side of the base. Capillary 
action ‘will work in the road bed as 
well as in the field, and as fast as the 
surface dries each soil .particle will 
reach down and get water from below, 
and the first rain will fully saturate the 
surface, and then your road.is as bad 
The first condition of all road 


as ever. 
building is getting rid of the water, 
and unless this lesson is thoroughly 


understood and practiced, it is simply 
nonsense to talk about anything 
further. To get the water away it is 
often necessary to make an actual sur- 
vey and find out how much fall a long, 
flat piece of road has, and then appor- 
tion that fall so that the ditch on either 
side will not be made up of- hills and 
hollows. This is plain, simple, com- 
mon sense, and every farmer knows it. 
We are quite well aware that farm- 
are exceedingly touchy on this 
road question. They have a suspicion 
that under the new administration in 
lowa the money paid in may not be 
properly expended, that there will be 
favoritism and blundering or other in- 
judicious use of funds. They fear that 
politics possibly may enter into the 
selection of the men who manage this 
fund. They have need to keep a sharp 
lookout in that direction. Politics is a 
good thing. in its place, but it has noth- 
ing to do with moving dirt on the roads, 
and the men who are selected by the 
proper authorities to handle this road 
matter should be selected not with the 
slightest reference to their political 
views, or their personal popularity, 
nor anything else except their capacity 
to move dirt judiciously. If we had 
anything to do with it we would select 
some man who liad been a railroad con 
structor and whose profits depenied on 
his efficiency in moving dirt and put- 
ting it where it ought to be. One of 
these men is worth more for this pur- 
than a dozen bankers, or twu 
dozen lawyers, or a hundred members 
of congress. If we are to have passahl« 
roads to get our rural mail we must 
absolutely do away with all politics 
and everything else and think simply 
of the man who can move dirt and put 
it where it belongs most efficiently. 
That is the man to mend our ways; in 
other words, to superyise our roads. 
Men of this kind can be had, and 
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with men trained to the work, and 
teams trained to the work, and judg- 
ment as to when to use the grader in 
the spring of the year to shave off the 
roads and level them, we will wonder 
in a few years how we ever got along 
in the old way. The time, calls for 
patience and sober thinking, and a 
wise. selection of men who can bring 
things to pass; in other words, who can 
move dirt and know what to do with 
it when they do move it. 





FLAX WILT. 

Our flax growing readers in north- 
ern Iowa, Minnesota, and the Dakotas, 
are no doubt well aware of the danger- 
ous disease of flax known as flax wilt. 
The flax starts all right, but before or 


about the time of heading out it dies 
just as it would in a time of drouth. 
This is caused by a fungus disease 
first introduced in seed and which re- 
mains in the straw and in the land and 
renders flax growing unprofitable. The 
subject has engaged the attention of 
the North Dakota Experiment Station 
and, as we have heretofore pointed out, 
this station has thrown a great deal of 
new light on the difficult question as 
to how to manage this disease. The 
station has recently issued Press Bul- 
letin No. 3, which can be had on appli- 
cation by all our North Dakota readers 
and probably also by our readers in 
other flax growing states. We give 
their recommendations, as follows: 

“(1). Use only plump, bright col- 
ored flax for seed. 

(2). Clean all seed thoroughly in a 
fanning mill until all bits of straw and 
chaff as well as light weight seeds have 
been- removed, or blown out. The treat- 
ment recommended will not kill the 
fungus which is always to be found in- 
side diseased straws and chaff, because 
it can not penetrate toit. In a diseased 
crop, most of the light weight, dark 
colored and scaly seeds bear the fungus 
on the inside of the seed-coats.. Such 
seeds must be removed, for the treat- 
ment can not prevent these from in- 
fecting the soil. 

“(3). Treat all seed flax every year. 
The treatment was found by many 
farmers to be a great success in 1902.” 

The treatment which has been found 
so successful by thousands of our read- 
ers for smut in oats is equally effective 
in treating flax seed for flax wilt. The 
method of application, however, is 
somewhat different, as will, be seen by 
the following from this bulletin: 


“Use: formaldehyde at»the.rate of 
one pound of standard strength. to 
forty gallons of water. Spread the 


seed upon a tight floor or upon a can- 
vas and sprinkle or spray on a small 
amount of the liquid (a fine spray 
thrown by a small force pump is best). 


Shovel, hoe or.rake the grain over 
rapidly. Repeat the spraying, shovel- 
ing, hoeing or raking until the sur- 


faces of all the seeds are evenly moist, 
not wet enough to mat or gum but 
thoroughly damp. (This can be done 
without matting if well hoed or 
shoveled over). Leave the grain piled 
for several hours. The dry grains will 
absorb the excess of moisture without 
injury or matting, and the spores of 
the disease will be killed by the fumes. 
It takes about one-half gallon of the 
water solution to ‘properly wet one 
bushel of flax seed.” 

The station suggests taking further 
precautions, as follows: 

“After this care has been taken with 
the seed, I recommend these further 
precautions: 

“Sow all flax on a compact, even seed 
bed. 

“Sow flax seed.as shallow as possible 
and yet have it well covered. 

“Sow smaller areas to flax, and never 
follow flax by flax until a number of 
years have intervened. 

“T recommend the following series of 
crops until we have learned reasons 
for a better one: 

“Flax; wheat, oats or barley; corn 
or other ‘cultivated crop or fallow; 
wheat; grass: grass; pasture one or 
more years, then flax if desired. 

“Raise your own seed, thrash it in a 
clean machine from a patch of mature, 
healthy flax. Keep it dry, for the fungus 
propagates on damp flax, grows inside 
the hulls and ruins such seed. 

“Finally, do not allow any flax straw 
or waste to get into the manure. It 
will be impossible to feed flax straw 
and not have flax-sick land wherever 
such manure is applied.” 

We regard the above as a very val- 
uable contribution to the literature on 
the subject. We caution our readers, 


however, against using this formalde- 
hyde without a force pump with the 
finest spray which they can get. If 


they undertake to administer this 
formaldehyde by sprinkling they will 
get the seed too wet and it will mat or 
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gum. You can not put it on with too 
fine a spray nor stir it too much while 
the spraying is going on. It will pay 
our readers to take the advice here 
given and follow it literally; that is, 
do exactly as the station suggests. 





CROP PROSPECTS. 


It is too early for any reliable esti- 
mates as to the entire crop of the sea- 
son, but there are one or two crops of 
which there is very reasonable cer- 
tainty. The government report of 
April 10th gives the average condition 
of wheat the entire country over at 97.3 
per cent, as compared with 78.7 per 
cent last year. The wheat crop has 
passed its danger point, and while 
some damage may be expected locally, 
nevertheless it is very rare that the 
final estimates are more than 5 per * 
cent below the April estimate of the 
Department of Agriculture. The esti- 
mate of condition this year is about 
the highest on record, the one nearest 
approaching to it is that of 1891, when 
it was 96.9. per cent in April, giving us 
the bumper crop of that year. The 
average for the last ten years has been 
82.1 per cent. 

The condition of the rye crop is 97.9 
per cent, as compared with 85.4 per 
cent for last year, and 87.9 per cent as 
an average for the last ten years. It 
is, therefore, safe to assume that we 
will have fine crops of winter wheat 
and rye for the year 1903. 

The meadows and pastures” give 
every promise of being unusually good 
this year. While there is but little 
growth as yet, being too early in the 
season, the conditions which brought 
winter wheat through safely have 
brought through clover and timothy, 
and while there is damage in spots on 
account of excessive moisture in the 
soil, this will evidently be a clover 
year. With a good stand and the soil 
full of moisture over almost the entire 
country, the conditions are all favor- 
able for a good crop, at least up to the 
time of harvest. 

Little can be said as yet about corn 
and spring grain. The season of plant- 
ing and sowing is from two weeks to 
a month late in the south and from 
four to ten days late in the north. The 
weather for the next three weeks will 
be a very important factor in deter- 
mining the magnitude of these crops. 





RECLAIMING ARID LANDS. 


The government has decided on five 
irrigation projects under the arid land 
act of June, 1902, located at Sweet- 
water dam, Wyoming; Gunnison tun 
nel, Colorado; Truckee and Carson 
rivers, Nevada; Milk river and St. 
Mary’s lake, Montana; Tonto creek, 
Arizona. This will place about 1,000,- 
000 acres under water at a cost of 
about $7.50 per acre. The money ex- 
pended by the government will be re- 
paid by the owners of the land. When 
the plans are fully decided upon the 
secretary of the interior will give pub- 
lic notice, telling where the lands are 
located, the number of acres that may 
be entered by any one person, etc. The 
land will be sold to bona fide settlers 
only, at least one-half of every entry 
must be irrigated and no patent will 
be issued until the reclamation charges 
assessed against the land have been 
paid. 


WHEN TO SHEAR. 


An lowa correspondent writes: 

“T am just beginning to keep sheep 
and ask for advice. I have some young 
ewes that will drop lambs about May 
15th. Should they be shorn before that 
time? I have good shelter in case of 
bad weather.” 

It is a wise proposition to shear 
sheep as early in the spring of the year 
as the weather will permit. Generally 
speaking the shearing should be done 
not later than May 1st as heavy fleeces 
are very detrimental to the breeding 
sheep during the warm weather. When 
the sheep are shorn early they should 
have protection in case of real cold 
weather. This is especially true in the 
case of cold nights or in case of cold 
rains followed by wind. The breeding 
ewes should be handled very carefully 
when being shorn as there is much 
danger at this time of the year. 

Secretary Evans of the National 
Duroc Jersey Record Association ad- 
vises us that the record was closed 
February 15th, and is being printed as 
rapidly as possible.

in Des Moines, April 15th and 16th. It 
was remarkable for the attendance, 
about 160 delegates being present from 
a distance and representing every, or 
at least nearly every county in the 
state. It was made up of business men 
and men who are actively interested in 
the improvement of the road system of 
the state. The conclusions reached are 
expressed in the preamble and resolu- 
tions adopted, as follows: 

“Whereas, The growing demands of 
a great state, the necessities of its peo- 
ple, the requirements of its greatly in- 
creased population expressed at this 
the largest delegate convention of the 
counties, towns and cities of the state, 
called to consider ways and means for 
the betterment of our public roads, ex- 
press with emphasis unexampled in our 
history a demand for progressive 
action and for such changes in our sys- 
tem of, road administration that shall 
make them more bountiful of practical 
results, and 

“Whereas, It isdeemed advisable that 
the work inaugurated by this conven- 
tion shall be continued to the end that 
public opinion shall be aroused 
throughout the state in favor of pro- 
gressive road improvements, and 
especially toward the development of 
a permanent road system, to the end 
that the expense of getting the prod- 
ucts of lowa to market may be reduced 
to the minimum, and the roads be 
maintained in such condition as to per- 
mit transportation thereon throughout 
the year, for the financial, social and 
moral benefit of our people; therefore, 
be it 

“Resolved, That we declare in favor 
of the organization of a permanent good 
roads association along the lines sug- 
gested in the preliminary report sub- 
mitted by this committee. 

“Second, That we declare in favor 
of national aid for the building of 
permanent highways within the _ re- 
spective states of the union, condi- 
tioned, first, upon the just and reason- 
able distribution of substantial finan- 
cial aid to such work by the states, 
counties and localities which such 
roads traverse; and third, upon the 
preservation to the localities directly 
interested in such roads of the right of 
selecting the roads to be so improved; 
fourth, upon the conduct of the public 
work incidental thereto by the locali- 
ties or political subdivisions interested 
therein, with the co-operation, in an 
advisory way, of national and state au- 
thorities; fifth, we hereby request our 
senators and representatives in con- 
gress to aid in the enactment of such 
national legislation and request the 
Thirtieth General Assembly to enact 
suitable legislation for the purpose of 
securing the co-operation of the state 
of Iowa, the several counties and town- 
ships in the carrying out of the spirit 
of these resolutions. 

“Resolved, That we recommend such 
amendment to section 1530 of the Code 
of Iowa as will concentrate the respon- 
sibility for the expenditure of the 
county road fund upon the several 
boards of supervisors, and to that end 
to empower the said boards to desig- 
nate the leading county roads extend- 
ing from the cities, railroads and trad- 
ing centers irtto the country districts, 
and to restrict the expenditure of the 
county road tax upon the improve- 
ment of such roads to be selected from 
time to time. 

“Resolved, That we commend the 
enactment by the Twenty- ninth Gen- 
eral Assembly of chapter 53 of the acts 
thereof, and deprecate all agitation for 
its repeal. (Chapter 53 is the Ander- 
son oad law requiring the collection 
of road taxes in cash and abolishing 
the system of ‘working’ the roads).”

of the Santa Fe railroad running 
through his farm, in all cases within 
three or four feet of the track, and 
asks us how late it can be sown and 
where he will get the alfalfa microbe 
This is one of the numerous cases 
wherein the old settlers in a country 
pronounce with an air of authority that 
certain things will not grow, when, in 
fact, they may be found actually grow- 
ing in the immediate neighborhood. 


Whoa we first began farming in Adair 
count lowa, one of our neighbors 
red us on the basis of twenty-five 
years of actual experience and ob- 
ervation, that blue grass would not 
vrow in that section. All the while it 
was actually growing, self-sown, on the 
roadside within ten yards of his house, 
and had evidently been growing there 
for a number of years. While a farmer 
moving into a new country should 
ascertain as soon as_ possible the 
opinions of his neighbors as to the 
crops be vulapted to the country and 
notice their methods of cultivation, he 
must also bear in mind that old 
settlers, and especially those who are 
not thrifty, know a whole lot of things 
that are not so 
In this case, evidently alfalfa will 
grow if properly handled, and we ad- 
vise him and all such to sow a test 
acre as soon as possible even up to 
the first of May, or later if the ground

ame correspondent tells us that 
there are no cowpeas grown in that 
country, and asks whether it is worth 
while to sow them after wheat with the

Certainly, cowpeas will grow in any 
part of Missouri, and if there is suffi- 
cient moisture in the soil to germinate 
them we would sow them even as late 
as up to the first of July or even a week 
later, and pasture them off with hogs 
or cattle or sheep and turn under for 
the grain crop the next year. The 
crop might be turned under as a whole, 
but we have always held to the con- 
viction that except where a large sup- 
ply of humus material was needed im- 
mediately, it was best to pasture and 
turn under the manure. There are cir- 
cumstances when it will be best to 
turn under these cowpeas, especially 
if the peas did not set, just before frost, 
but as a rule we would get all the 
feed out of them and turn under the 
manure. They will accumulate nitro-

It is not necessary to discuss this 
experiment in detail as the conditions 
in Ohio are somewhat different from 
our more western territory. It is suf- 
ficient to say that the four best varie- 
ties of the Welcome group were the 
American Banner, Improved Ameri- 
ean, Colonel, and Clydesdale. In the 
Wideawake group the best yielding 
sorts were Kansas Hybrid, Bolton, 
Green Mountain, and White Cali- 
fornia; of the Seizure group, the 
White Swiss variety leads. 

In the preparation of the seed bed it 
was found that ground plowed to six or 
seven inches and disked thoroughly 
produced 4.1 bushels more per acre, 
averaging the last six years, than stub- 
ble ground that had been disked and 
fitted without plowing. 

With regard to the amount of seed 
per acre, nine to ten pecks of seed 
seem to give the best results. As to 
the quality of seed, it was found that 
the heaviest seed should in all cases 
have the preference, or, to be more 
specific, that heavy seed yielded 3.68 
bushels more than the light seed; that 
the common seed yielded 2.14 bushels 
more than the light seed and 1.54 bush- 
els less than the heavy. By the com- 
mon seed, we mean the seed _ that 
comes from the bin; by the heavy seed, 
that which remains after running it 
through a fanning mill at a high speed 
with all the air possible; and light seed, 
that which is blown over. 

The station found that seed in that 
climate and soil should not be covered 
more than one inch in depth; that 
broadcast seeding yielded better “re- 
sults than drilling, but suggests that 
shallow drilling might produce better 


results than broadcasting. This for 
the soils of Ohio. We are satisfied 
that quite different results so far as 


depth of covering is concerned would 
be secured in the lighter soils of Iowa 
and Illinois, and still more widely dif- 
ferent in the Missouri valley. 

In studying the reports of experi- 
ment stations, it is always well to note 
the location and the conditions under 
which the experiments were made. We 
believe that in the west generally the 
farmers sow too much oats to get the 
best results, and that the only ad- 

vantage in drilling over broadcasting 
where grass seed is not sown is the 
more uniform depth of covering of the 
seed and the greater certainty of 
germination. In all cases it pays to run 
the seed through the fanning mill and 
blow out all the light oats and sow only 
the heaviest. 

Professor F. B. Marshall, assistant 
professor of animal husbandry at the 
Iowa Agricultural College, has ac- 
cepted a position with A. E. Cook, of 
Odebolt, Iowa, proprietor of the Brook- 
mont farms. Professor Marshall will 
have charge of the live stock depart- 
ment on these farms. Professor Mar- 
shall is a Canadian by birth, was born 
on a stock farm and lived there until 
twenty years of age, when he entered 





the Ontario Agricultural College. 
Later he came to the Iowa Agricultural 
College and took up special work un- 
der Professors Curtiss and Craig, and 
a year later was elected assistant to 
Professor Craig, then assistant pro- 
fessor of animal husbandry. He has 
done excellent work at Ames, and his 
past experience makes him an especi- 
ally strong man in the new work he 
has undertaken.

They have 
used four different treatments: Forma- 
lin solution, eight ounces, one-half 
pound or one-half pint, in fifteen gal- 
lons of water, and the potatoes soaked 
two hours in this solution; corrosive 
sublimate solution, ten ounces in eight 
gallons of water, and the potatoes 
soaked one and one-half hours; formal- 
dehyde vapor, 
formalin or formaldehyde 


is passed 


through the potatoes; and formalde- 
hyde vapor and sulphur fumes com- 
bined. 


In the fifth plot the seed was not 
treated but the cultivation and the con- 
ditions were the same as in all the 
other plots. The results were that in 
Plot I, with four different kinds of 
potatoes, two smooth and two scabby, 
there was 1.91 per cent of tubers that 
had more than two scab spots on each; 


in Plot II, 3.11 per cent; in Plot III, 
treated with formalin vapor, 2.88 per 
cent; in Plot IV, treated with the gas 


and sulphur, 4.66 per cent; and in the 
plot of untreated seed, 18.84 per cent. 

This confirms our teachings on this 
subject. We had supposed, however, 
that there would be very. little differ- 
ence between the corrosive sublimate 
and the formalin, but preferred the 
formalin because there is no danger 
of stock being poisoned by the potatoes 
thus treated or by having access to 
the solution. It appears, however, in 
Vermont that the formalin gives bet- 
ter results than the corrosive subli- 
mate. It will be noticed, however, 
that none of these treatments is an ab- 
solute preventive. 

It will be noticed further that the 
formalin treated plot contained only 
about one-ninth as much scab as was 
found in the untreated plot. There- 
fore, until something better is dis- 
covered, we advise our readers to treat 
their potatoes with the formalin solu- 
tion, which, however, is not as strong 
the solution we have heretofore 
recommended, and if we were treating 
potatoes we would ten ounces of 
formalin in fifteen gallons of water,

When the good 
roads movement is under way, which 
it will probably be in five or ten years, 
the inducements will be still greater, 
for with good roads, farm telephones, 
and rural mail delivery, who would not 
rather live a few miles in the country 
where taxes are light rather than in 
our misgoverned cities where taxes are

Thé is a probability that there will 
be c derable corn planted unusually 


late t year. Over very much of the 
corn wing country the soil is fully 
gatura'cd with water. The rainfall of | 
the future is one of the most uncertain 
of things, but if there should be a

of Jun We suggest to our readers 
who may possibly be late in planting | 
corn to secure if possible corn of the 
earlier varieties whether they can get 


them at home or have to bring them 


from the north. 
If your corn season, as in Missouri, 
southern Illinois, and the southern 


tier or so of counties in Iowa, and 
similar latitudes west of the Missouri, 
is 120 days, and thirty days are past, 
it is not wisdom to plant 120-day corn. 
Plant ninety or 100-day corn. What- 
ever portion of the season is past is 
past and you can not grow corn in 
weather that has gone by. Plant the 


corn that is adapted to the season that 


remains This certainly is simple, 
plain, common sense. 

We suggest, therefore, to our read- 
ers who for any reason may have to 
grow corn in a short season that they 
plant a corn that is adapted to that 
season. Pride of the North is a ninety- 
day corn and in the southern part of 
the corn belt may be planted as late 
as the 10th of June or later. Long- 
fellow’s Yellow Dent is about 100-day 
corn, and will produce a great deal 
more than Pride of the North. Riley’s 
Favorite is also an early corn. There 


are other varieties which we do not | 


need to mention. Varieties which 
planted south are 100-day corn, if 
brought from the north will mature the 
first season in about ninety or ninety- 
five days. Our readers see the point. 

It may be difficult to get this corn 
as seed corn is one of the scarce things 
this year. At any rate endeavor to do 
so. Better grow a smaller crop of 
sound corn than a larger crop of soft 
corn. The experience of our readers 
in growing soft corn last year has not 
been satisfactory. 





Importance of Strong Colonies 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

There are in every locality certain 
flowers which while in bloom furnish 
nectar in such quantities that, with 
favorable weather, the bees can gather 
more than their daily needs require. 
They then fill all empty comb, and if 
nectar is still plentiful will build new 
comb to hold the surplus if they have

suitable empty space. This is called 

by bee-keepers the honey flow. In the 

northern states there are usually two 
honey flows, the first coming from 
| white, alsike, or sweet clover or bass- 
| wood, and the second, later in the sum- 
| mer or early autumn, from heartsease, 
buckwheat, golden rod, spanish 
needles, etc. 

Now in order to manage bees with 
the best success one must know when 
to expect the honey flow to begin, and 
have the bees ready for it, for to get 
a good crop of honey from a hive it 
must be full and boiling over with bees 
at the beginning of the honey flow. 
Bear in mind that hives gather no 
honey, but it takes bees, and the more 
bees in one hive the better. To illus- 
trate: Suppose a hive contains an 
| ordinary colony of 25,000 bees of which 
| number 20,000 are required to nurse 

the brood, build comb and take care 
| of the honey in the hive and 5,000 go 
| to the fields for nectar. And suppose, 
| further, that the honey flow is good 
| enough to enable this colony to gain 
in weight one and one-half pounds per 
day, of which amount say one-half 
a pound will be consumed’ in brood 
rearing, leaving one pound to be stored 
as surplus. Now suppose another col- 
ony contains 40,000 bees. It will take 
no more for nurse bees than the weaker 
one, as the weaker one will likely be 
feeding as much or more brood than 
the stronger one at this time of year, 
as the queens will have in all probabil- 
ity reached their maximum capacity 
for egg laying. So it will have 20,000 
bees for field work. This is four times 
as many as the 25,000 colony has, 
which enables them to bring in a gain 
of six pounds per day, and, taking one- 
half pound off for their consumption, 
leaves five and one-half pounds per day 
to store as surplus. Let us estimate 
that the honey flow lasts twenty days. 
This would give the weaker one twenty 
pounds of surplus and the stronger 
one 110 pounds. Some may think these 
figures are a little extreme, but I as- 
sure you they are entirely within the 
bounds of actual experience, and I 
have had as wide a variation in my 
own apiary. 

So if we conclude that the prime 
requisite for honey is hives full of bees 
at the beginning of the honey flow, 
the question naturally arises, How are 
we to get the hives full of bees at the 
right time? “Aye, there’s the rub.” In 


fact, it can not always be done. The | 


weather may be so bad as to prevent 
it some springs. Sometimes a queen 
will fail just at the wrong time, or per- 
haps they may come through the win- 
ter so weak as to make it impossible 
to build up strong by the time the 
honey flow from white clover begins,

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Fourth, we should see that brood 
rearing is never checked after spring 
opens, either from lack of stores or 
lack of empty comb for the queen to 
deposit the eggs in.

ieee and Disadvantages of 
Brooders. 

Some brooders are life savers, others 
merely expensive and dangerous coops, 
and as an aid to buying it may be well 
to give some of the points required in 
a good brooder, and faults commonly 
found in poor ones. In the first place, 
we must have heat, and almost, if not 
quite, aS important, is a bounteous sup- 
ply of fresh air. A constant supply of 
fresh air free from drafts is absolutely 
essential for healthy chicks. The lamp 
must be safe in construction, and hold 
enough oil to last for twelve hours in 
severe weather. It must also be large 
enough to furnish heat without being 
turned up to its fullest capacity. Every 
part should be easy of access and read 
ily cleaned. There should be no stringy 
draperies to catch the chicks and hang 
them If the cloth in the covers is 
becoming worn and frayed, remove or 
hem it, because it is a constant menace 
to very young chicks. An even heat is 
greatly to be desired Where a few 
points have an excess of heat the 
chicks are bound to seek the warmest 
spot, and if the heat is allowed to fall 
will crowd and pile up 

There should be a feeding chamber 
where the chicl can run in bad 
weather and be fed outside of the 
hover or brooder proper. The front 
and back of the brooder’ should be 
equally accessible To fall on one’s 
face and hook out defunct chicks from 
the back of the brooder may indicate 
the spirit of a true fancier who hesi- 
tates not to undertake the disagreeable 
work of the poultry yard, but he must 
be well brought up who does not say 
something about the manufacturer otf 
brooders in general and that brooder 
in particular at such a moment 

The advantages of a good brooder 
are innumerable The chicks are free 
from lice, are comfortable under a 
mother who always stands ready to 
hover them. They can find a degree 
of heat to suit each individual's need, 
and are exempt from damp and chill 
whatever the weather holds in store for 
them They will last for years if 
properly cared for, and the increased 
cost of a good brooder over a poor one 
is made up in the first hatch. 





Poultry Production. 


One of the principal advantages in 
poultry production is that returns come 
quickly With the exception of straw- 
berries there is practically no line of 
small fruits on which you can begin to 
realize inside of three years; a milk 
cow does not approach her full power 
of production short of three and a half 
years; apple trees do not begin to bear 
freely short of seven or eight years; 
and if you go in for forest production, 
a realization upon the investment does 
not come inside the life of half or even 
a whole generation. How is it with the 
hen? Three weeks from the sitting ot 
the hen you have a batch of chickens; 
from four to four and a half months 
from hatching the cockerels are ready 
for the market, and in five to five and 
a half months the pullets will begin 
to lay. 

Now what about the returns from 
these articles when produced? I am

ate estimate is 100 eggs per hen per 

ir for sale or use. These eggs at one 
cent each are worth $1.00 all told. In 
addition to this you should have a sit- 
ting of eggs that would give you eight 
chickens, which, at 10 cents’ each, 
would be worth 80 cents. This makes 
a total return of $1.80. 

What does it cost to produce these 
returns? This is just where one 
marked advantage of poultry raising 
comes in A great deal of the feed 
used to produce poultry on the farm 
is made up of what are, comparatively 
speaking, waste products—small grain, 
table scraps, green bone, ete. But we 
have made experiments at Ottawa with 
a view of learning just what the cost 


of production is where foods have to 


be purchased—the cost of the grain 
used, being placed at a cent a pound. 
Even on this basis, the cost of feeding 


a hen, as shown by actual experiment, 


was not beyond 75 cents per year. This 


left a profit of at least $1.00 per fowl. 


And this was allowing only a cent each 


for eggs How much greater would 
the profits be if eggs were produced in 
winter, when 25, 30 and 35 cents per 
dozen can be obtained in the Toronto 
or local markets?

And the eggs and chickens are not 


all that the hen gives you. There are 
the droppings as well. An experiment, 
with a view of determining the value 
of these, was conducted at the Raleigh 
(S. C.) Experiment Statior. This ex- 
periment showed that the commercial 
value of the droppings of the hen was 
equal to at least half the cost of mainte- 
nance This experiment showed that 
the amount of nitrates in hen manure 
was 67 to 11 in the same bulk of farm- 
vard manure; that the proportion of 
phosphorie acid in hen droppings was 
1814, as compared with 6 in barnyard 
manure, and that the proportion of 
potash stood at 41 in the former case, 
as against 10 in the latter 


The danger in these things is that 


the returns look so tempting, people 
are apt to overdo it at the start. Noth- 
ing is more important than a consider 
ation of the question of how many hens 
a farmer should keep. The answer is 
simple—not more than he can properly 
attend to without infringing on other 
departments The moment he does 
that, he goes beyond the limits of the 
one who maintains poultry as a side 
line to his general operations, and be- 
comes a specialist; and a specialist re- 
quires special knowledge and special 
equipment 


Even as a side line poultry is import- 


ant. Have you ever thought how im- 
portant? Professor Robertson has told 
us there - 650,000 farmers in this 
country. If all those farmers keep an 
averag a 100 hens each and make 
an average profit of $1 per hen, how 
much does it all amount to in a year?

Pulling Posts. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I had fifty cedar posts to pull and 
wondered if it could not be done with 
a horse. I took two 2x4’s, one 2 feet 
long and the other 3% feet, and joined 
them together in the form of an L with 
a bolt at the heel, and braced it with 
smooth wire from the toe to the upper 
end of leg. Under the Heel I fastened 
a 4x4, 2 feet long, letting it project a 
foot each way, and braced it securely 
to the leg. Now if I tied the toe of the 
L to the post close to the ground and 
hitched a horse to the upper end of 
the L’s leg the post could be lifted out 
by the horse. The chunk under the 
heel is, first, to give the post a longer 
upright lift; second, the L will stay 
steady on its own triangular foot while 
I am fastening the toe to the post; 
third, it prevents the L from falling 
over to one side or the other when the 
horse starts to pull, if the horse doesn’t 
happen to stay in the exact line of the 
post and L. 

I had a small chain three feet long 
with hook in one end. ‘Phe end with 
no hook I fastened securely to the toe, 
and when I started to work I placed the 
toe close to the post by the ground, 
wound the chain two or three times 
around the post, then around the toe, 
and hooked the hook in a convenient 
link. A clevis with singletree in upper 
end of leg, and a horse, completes the 
outfit. The post will be lifted straight 
up about a foot, then it will commence 
to bend over, but the ground will yield 
easily. When it falls over don’t stop 
to untie, but drive on to next post. By 
this device a nimble boy can do as much 
or even more post-pulling than a strong 
man.

Handling Barb Wire. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

I have something to give away, some- 
thing that will be a relief to boys and 
a few hired men who are accused of 
having ‘‘no eyes and no sense at all,” 
and this gift I will dedicate to those 
owners of silos who so willingly last 
year gave us the cream of their more 
or less dearly bought experience in silo 
building and its management. It is a 
device whereby one man alone can 
wind up wire without the help of an 
assistant. The truck has been de- 
scribed many times in this paper, so I 
will not say so much about that, only 
make it as light as possible: with two 
cultivator wheels and an axle of hard 
wood with spikes put through the ends 
of the axle to keep wheels in place, 
will do very well. 

The feature of my truck is the long 
tongue and a projecting piece of board 
to hold the guide pulley. The end of 
the tongue is to slide on the ground 
when in operation, and the longer it 
is the better it will steer. I used a 2x4 
scantling 12 feet long, but a 14 or 16 
feet long tongue is probably better. 
The idea is to have the end of tongue 
to bear down on the ground when you 
are turning the crank so that it will 
keep its track if some small obstruc- 
tion should be in the way of either 
wheel. To better keep this end in its 
intended track it is a good plan to at- 
tach an edged blade of steel to it in 
such a way so it will cut down in the 
ground a little bit, and at such an angle 
that it will readily lift and slip over 
obstructions like corn stalks and such 
stuff. Fasten the other end of tongue 
to the middle of axle and brace it with 
one brace on the off side. Now place 
the rigging for holding the spool on the 
tongue about twelve inches from the 
axle; that will help to bear down on 
the end of tongue and to counteract 
the tendency of lifting it when you are 
winding. Get a crank twelve inches 
long. 

To guide the wire on to the spool 
take a board about four and one-half 
feet long and eight inches wide and 
place it under the spool, in between the 
upstanders; let one end project about 
twenty inches from center of spool 
toward the wire to be wound, and bolt 
the other end to a projecting piece 
from the tongue so that when this 
board is placed in the middle between 
the upstanders it shall lay parallel 
with the tongue. This board should 
slide crossways between the upstand- 
ers under the spool, not too frely. Now 
if you could find an iron pulley with 
flaring edges one inch between, you 
would be lucky. Fasten this to an iron 
bracket and bolt this bracket to the 
projected end of the above described 
slide board. Raise the pulley so that 
the tottom of it shall run on a line 
about three or four inches below the 
center of the spool. Placed that high 
the wire will always be forced down 
into the bottom of the pulley, and this

must be placed at least twenty inches 
in front of center of spool to give the 
oncoming wire a chance to wind up 
on either side of the theoretical line, 
thereby lessening the work of moving 
the slide board, which may be moved 
with your left hand three inches at a 
time while you are winding with your 
right Now regulate the breadth of 
your slide board so that when shoved 
against either upstander the wire will 
wind up within one inch of inside part 
of rim. If for some reason you have 
to let go of the crank you may fasten 
a stick of wood about two feet long, one 
end to the tongue somehow, and let 
the other end flap against the wire on 
the spool. The moment you let go of 
the crank the barbs on the spool will 
take hold of the end of the stick, which 
will act as a “dog” on a ratchet wheel. 
If a pulley is not to be had a piece of 
sheet iron cut and bent into the shape 
of a funnel may serve the same pur- 
pose. 

This is a good and handy devise for 
winding up wire, and not very hard 
work either, the drudgery is done away 
with and the man or boy you used to 
have at the tongue may do something 
else, to the satisfaction of both of you. 

To lay out wire I have found noth- 
ing better than to put the spools on a 
crowbar, aS many spools as you want 
wires on the post, fasten the end of 
wire from inner spool highest up on 
post and the wire from outside spool 
lowest down; place the spools on the 
bar so that the wires wind from the 
underside. Fasten the ends of the 
crowbar with ropes or chains about 
six feet long to bolster of hind wheels 
of your wagon. In this way it is possi- 
ble to lay out all wires at once in fine 
shape without kinks.

A Dairy Suggestion From Denmark. 


As our readers are all well aware, 


the Dane is the advanced dairyman of 


the world. In a comparatively short 
time, by close attention to dairying 
under the best scientific guidance, he 


has transformed his little country from 
a grain selling country, growing poorer 
all the time, to a grain buying country, 
growing richer all the time. 

One of the minor methods by which 
he has attained the highest position in 
production, in quality, and in the price 
obtained on the market, is that of hav- 
ing an inspector in each neighborhood 
whose business it is to visit each farm 
at stated intervals, weighing and test- 
ing the milk of each cow and keeping 
a record of same, and weighing also the 
feed given to each cow and keeping a 
record The groups which employ 
these men number from twelve to 
twenty farmers or dairymen, and each 
group or society is affiliated with the 
Royal -Danish Agricultural Society, 
which bears half the expense. The 
cost to the dairyman of this test of the 
cow and weighing of the feed is about 
half a cent for each visit and the visits 
are sometimes once a week and 
sometimes twice a month. The result 
of this has been the rejection of poor 
cows and a greater increase in the 
yield of milk and of butter fat. It has 
proved a very profitable investment. 

In reading of it, the question has 
occurred to us: Will it not pay every 
creamery in connection with the pa- 
trons to employ a dairy student at the 
agricultural college to spend his time, 
at least in the winter season, in visit- 
ing each patron, testing their cows for 
them; and making suggestions as to 
the improvement of the ration? There 
are very few farmers that will go to 
the trouble of testing each cow and 
ascertaining her butter fat producing 
capacity. In fact, it would be cheaper 
for them in the long run to pay their 
proportion of the expense of some 
bright voung fellow accustomed to this 
kind of work and who has also a prac- 
tical knowledge of feeds. 

Judging from the inquiries that come 
to us each winter, we assume that but 
about one man in ten is feeding his 
cows a properly balanced ration. 
Nearly all of them are feeding too lit- 
tle protein; that is, too little clover 
hay, bran, and shorts, and the foods 
necessary to provide the cow with the 
raw material for milk. A bright young 
man could demonstrate to them very 
soon why it is that their sort of dairy- 
ing does not pay. He could also point 
out the cows that can not with any 
kind of feeding be made to pay. In 
a creamery furnished with 10,000 
pounds of milk per day, the expense of 
employing a young man to do this 
work would be comparatively light; 
the creamery could very well afford to 
pay half of it, and the farmers, we are 
sure, would find the other half about

The greatest step toward producing 
June conditions would be tke provision 
of 4, balanced ration, for, after aJl, it-is 














the balanced ration with the weather 
and temperature that produces the per- 
fect June conditions for dairy cows. 
It is not merely a balanced ration, 
however,’ that is required. There is 
a succulence in June feed that must 
be approximately maintained if we are 
to have June results; hence, if a farmer 
wishes. to get the best results from 
dairy cows, and by this we mean cows 
that are kept for the double purpose of 
growing calves and producing milk as 
well as ‘where the special purpose cow 
only is kept,-the farmer must provide: 
this succulenge: in the way either of 
roots of silage. Under the conditions 
prevailing in the Mississippi valley, it 
is a great deal easier to provide succu- 
lence in the shape of silage than in 


roots. ‘When we get south of the 
north line of Iowa we are out of the 
best root country and we are in the 


best corn country; and there is no crop 
that can be so readily converted into 
silage as corn. Hence, every man who 
wants to get the best results from the 
cows that he milks at all should witti- 
out fail provide himself with a silo. 
The silo is no longer an experimént. 
It has been tested now for nearly 
twenty years and wherever dairying is 
conducted ,with the highest profit, there 
you will find the most silos. The man 
last year in the soft corn belt who had 
a silo and good cows could smile, while 
those who had cows without silos failed 
to secure much more than half the real 
value of their corn crop. The ad- 
vantage of the silo may not be so evi- 
dent every year, but we have come to 
the conclusion that not only for dairy 


cows, but for beef cattle, the silo is 
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destined to be one of the main features 
of the farms all through the corn belt. 
It is essential to maintain June condi 
tions as far’ as they are practical. You 
can not produce even a balanced ration 
without suecculence. It will not pro 
duce the same fine results as can be 
produced easily where silage in goo! 
condition is available.

north, all these added beauty to the 
flat and long stretch of country, with 
mile after mile of orchards of pears 


and plums to proclaim the main indus- 
try of the country. The artesian wells, 
especially the one near Dickinson, 
which tlows many hundreds of thou- 
sands of gallons each day, are inter- 
esting and render the country great 
service in combination with irrigation, 


and give the tourist a new idea of 
Texas 

The sight of Galveston Bay and the 
Union Station of the ill fated city 


whose storm brought sorrow to so 
many hearts, made me feel that I could 
not remain there even for one night, 
but the cordial reception of the com- 
mittee representing the Galveston Bus- 
iness League reassured us. After par- 
taking of a lunch consisting in part of 
delicious strawberries and cream, we 
proceeded on a tour of inspection of 
this historic city. We first went to the 
docks of the Mallory line, where we 
saw the manner of unloading and load- 
ing merchandise on ships. From there 
we were taken to the wharf of the 
Gulf Fisheries Company and saw the 
men cleaning and packing fish in boxes 
and barrels to send: away.

The tug Cynthia had been provided 
by the committee for our pleasure in 
taking a ride on the bay.

The answer, “No, madam; you are as 
safe here as if in heaven,” did not 
assure me, and | decided that I would 


prefer one of the many mansions 
above. 
The following day the excursion 


party proceeded to Houston and were 
met by a reception committee that es- 
corted them to the rooms of the Cot- 
ton Exchange, where we were wel- 
comed by Judge Talliaferro, after 
which President Junkin of the party, 
on behalf of lowa, introduced the editor 
of WaHaces’ Farmer to respond to the 
welcome. Delicious refreshments were 
served and a pleasant hour was spent 
with the Texas. ladies and gentlemen 
in happy interchange of opinion and 
interest in the beautiful city of 
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Houston. In the afternoon a ride on 
the street cars was given to the guests 
and a luncheon was served at Elsbury 
-ark. The party proceeded from 
Houston to Waco, Austin, and other 
points.

Everything on the farm, especially the 
stock and the thought of increasing their 
value by the care given, makes the wife a 
helpmeet indeed, for she studies and ponders 
over what she can do to help Jack, that he 
may be the coming American man and a 
grand success as a stockman. Her faith 
makes him far better and more successful as 
together they study stock breeding and the 
proper care of cattle 

Two years ago at the Iowa State Fair the 
Daughters of Ceres were holding their annual 
meeting.

Bring this young man unto the chief 
captain: for he hath a certain thing to 
tell him. (18) So he took him, and 
brought him to the chief captain, and 
said, Paul the prisener called me unto 
him, and prayed me to bring this young 
man unto thee, who hath something 
to say unto thee. .(19) Then the chief 
captain took him by the hand, and 
went with him aside privately, and 
asked him, What is that thou hast to 
tell me? (20) And he said, The Jews 
have agreed to desire thee that thou 
wouldest bring down Paul tomorrow 
into the council, as though they would 
enquire somewhat of him more per- 
fectly.

if we are to have any proper under- 
standing of this passage or the lessons 
that should be drawn from it, we must 
look at the events recorded in this and 
the preceding chapter from three dif- 
ferent standpoints; that of Claudius 
Lysias, the chief captain or the com- 
mander of the Roman forces in the 
tower of Antonio; that of the Sanhe 
drin, or the ecclesiastical government 
of Judea; and that of Paul himself. 
Claudius was in very great perplexity 
He had arrested a man whom he sup 
posed to be a leader of the former re 
ligious rebellion who had escaped the 
Roman troops. He was surprised when 
he took him into the castle for ex 
amination to find that he spoke 
with the accent of a scholar (Acts, 21: 
37-38), and more surprised when he 
heard him address a mob in the 
Hebrew language (which Claudius 
probably did not understand), which up 
to a certain point was stilled into per- 
fect silence and then at a word driven 
to ungovernable fury. He was still 
more surprised when he came to 
scourge him to find out who he was, 
that he was a Roman citizen, and free 
born at that, and that he himself was 
in danger by ordering the torture of so 
distinguished a personage. He called 
the council together the next day and 
he was still further surprised at the 
turbulence of its opening when the 
whole council seemed to be in a furious 
Tage at Paul and at an instant was 
divided into two factions so violent 
in their fury that the life of a Roman 
citizen was in danger and he was 
obliged to rescue him by his troops. 
How perplexed Claudius was may be 
gathered from the dispatch he sent to 
Felix, the civil governor, the next night 
(Acts, 23:25-30). He could not under- 
Stand what it was all about. 

The Sanhedrin were the ecclesiasti- 
cal rulers of Judea; they were smart- 
ing under the Roman yoke; they were 
in daily expectation of the Messiah 
who would deliver them. Paul had 
once been one of their number and 
Siven his yete or voice for the execu- 
tion of meg who had the same faith 
Which he gow avowed (Acts, 26:10). 
He was brought up in Jerusalem, edu 
by the renowned Gamaliel, and 
Aeperied as one of their ablest 
zealous leaders. He had 
4 from their faith. He every- 
@reached that Jesus of Nazareth 
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had crucified about thirty 
years before had risen from the dead.

More than that, he had openly taught 
that their sacrifices, manner of wor- 
ship instituted by Divine authority and 
sanctified by hoary antiquity, had no 
longer any value whatever; that the 
reason for the institution of the Jewish 
as a nation was a thing of the 
past. He had spread this new doctrine 
far and wide over the empire. He had 
taught that the ancient partition wall 
between Jew and Gentile had been 
broken down. The Gentile was now 
quite as good as the Jew, according to 
Paul. He had persuaded thousands of 
the Gentiles that God was their Father. 
And now by rare good fortune they 
had this man in their power. Why not 
kill him in the name of religion? The 
deed might have been done by some 
Sadducee when Paul was in the council 
the day before, that is, the day after 
his arrest (Acts, 25:1-10), but could not 
now that Paul had proclaimed 
Pharisee and thus created

by the Roman soldiers. Hence, the

There were 
more than forty men in it. They 
nerved themselves by surrounding 
their unholy deed with the sanction of 
religion (Acts, 23:12-15). They put 
themselves under a most solemn oath. 
Every one of them knew that whether 
he succeeded or failed, he would be put 
to death. There were a thousand sol- 
diers in the castle and the death of 
a Roman citizen, or any attempt on 
his life, meant certain death to every 
man connected with it. So deep was 
their conviction of duty to their God 
and their religion that they were ready 
to die. They took the Sanhedrin into 
their counsel, the matter was settled, 
and all that was needed was another 
day They undoubtedly believed, as 
Jesus had predicted, that in killing 
Paul they were doing God service.

Paul’s point of view was this: He 
had come to Jerusalem not to convert 
the Sanhedrin but the Jewish Chris- 
tians to his own broad view that a 
man could become a Christian without 
becoming a Jew and thus stop the 
emissaries from the church at Jerusa- 
lem who were so greatly hindering his 
work among the Gentiles. In this he 
failed. He had attempted in his He- 
brew speech on the stairs to convince 
them that he was thoroughly conscien- 
tious in his views, as he admitted they 
were, but when he mentioned his mis- 
sion to the Gentiles he could go no 
further, and here again he failed. By 
apologizing for denouncing the high 
priest under the greatest provocation 
and announcing himself as a Pharisee, 
he had divided the Sanhedrin, but that 
It must have been a sad after- 
noon for Paul when the excitement was 
over, but that night Jesus himself stood 
by him and strengthened him mightily 
(Acts, 23:11), and the next day when 
the Jews were plotting murder the soul 
of Paul was serene.

After viewing the passage from 
the various standpoints, the lesson 
itself requires but little explanation. 


Paul had a sister in Jerusalem who 
probably had come up with him when 
a boy of thirteen from Tarsus. She 
may not have been living at this time 
for Paul was now an old man, but she 
had a son of great sagacity and pru- 
Anxious about the fate of his 


dence 

uncle, he had kept his ears open. He 
was evidently well acquainted with the 
Sanhedrin and their adherents and 
ascertained the exact nature of the 


plot, went to the barracks, and told 
his uncle privately of the plot. Paul 
in turn called a centurion, or, as we 


would say, a captain, and asked him to 
take this young man to the command- 
ing officer as he had an important mes- 
as to deliver Unquestionably he 
man of good’ presence for 
Claudius gave him a private interview 
and without revealing his plans en- 
joined secrecy. That night Paul was 
ent under a strong escort of cavalry 
and infantry to the governor at 
Caesarea (Acts, 23:31-33). 

This passage teaches us how danger- 
ous a purely theoretical religion and 
abstract theology may become. These 
men who had bound themselves under 
an oath to kill Paul evidently thought 
they were doing God service, as Jesus 
had predicted they would. aul the 
day before admitted in his address to 
them that they were as zealous toward 
God as he was himself (Acts, 22:3). As 
he looked steadfastly over that council, 
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he no doubt saw many of his old class- 
mates and again assured them that 
he was quite as conscientious as they 
were (Acts, 23:1). He could sympa- 
thize with them for he once thought it 
was right to murder for the love of God. 
And scenes like this have often been 
repeated in the history of the church 
and from the best of motives. The 
Catholic has persecuted the Protestant 
and the Protestant the Catholic, and 
the Protestants have persecuted each 
other. There is something radically 
wrong in our love to God, in our sys- 
tems of doctrine, and theories about 
religion, if they prompt us to do wrong 
to men. It can never be right to do 
evil that good may come. Love to man, 
love that worketh no ill to his neigh- 
bor, is quite as important as a sound 
theology and consuming zeal for doc- 
trine. If we find ourselves about to do, 
to secure some end that seems to us 
good, something which if done by an- 
other we’ would consider wrong, we 
may know assuredly that there is 
something wrong with us and our re- 
ligion. 

A second lesson is the extreme dan- 
ger of disassociating religious wor- 
ship or theological study from the prac- 
tical every-day duties of life. The con- 
trast between the teachings of Jesus 
and the teachings of the Pharisees in 
this respect is most marked. They 
wanted men to believe right. He urged 
men not merely to believe right, but to 
do right; He had no faith whatever in 
a religion or theory about God that 
would not work out in practice in 
every-day life. He demanded that all 
His sayings should be put to the test 
of actual practice. It was never in- 
tended that we should study religion 
all the time, nor attend church most of 
the time. Our main religion is to be 
practiced in the every-day business of 
life. Religion is simply the correct 
application of the teachings of Jesus 
and the prophets and aposiles to the 
problems that arise every day in busi- 
ness, social, and political life. When- 
ever we fail to work our religion in, 
we are tempted to do just what these 
Pharisees did, to do evil that good may 
come. In his zeal for religion, the 
Pharisee soon came to regard his own 
evil passions as holy. Other men have 
done the same, and are doing it now. 
The Pharisee was convinced that he 
and his were the exclusive favorites of 
heaven, that he had a corner on re- 
ligion, and all who differed from him 
must be put down, and even in this 
day Phariseeism is not dead. We do 
not murder men now for religion but 
we frequently wound their feelings if 
not break their hearts.

have not been properly fitted for sale 
It is a comparatively easy matter 
fit horses for and an be done 
Without taking them from their regu 
lar work, While to the farmer it means 
an increased return of from $50 to 
$100 per team 

In breaking, the first thing to be 
sidered is the nature of the 
dispositions of no two horses are exact- 
lv alike. As arule there is a great dif 
ference in the dispositions of native 
and western horses. The native horse 
is much easier broken requiring 
much time, but when a western 
horse is thoroughly broken there is 
none more reliable. There.is also a 
great difference in the draft- tempera 
ment and those more highly bred, such 
trotting and coach horses, the 
former requiring much prepara- 
tory handling than the latter. 

After studying closely the disposi 
tion “of the colt, the next step to 
halter,fand inthis, as well as‘all other 
periods of the breaking. the person in 
charge should exercise a great deal of 
patience. The colt should be gotten 
into some shed or box stall, preferably 
one with a ground floor, so there will 
be no danger slipping. Now, with 
halter, to which is attached fifteen feet 
of rope, gently work around the colt, 
caressing him much as possible, 
as to win his confidence, and when he 
sees you are not going to hurt him you 
can ugually put the halter on without 
any trouble. Now, presuming this/¢colt 
to be one that will pull on the halter 
take the end the rope and 
pass it through a hole in the manger 
or around a post, back between the fore

As soon 
as he gives up pulling go to him and

It is well to leave him tied for some 
little time, after which he may be led. 

Now, leading is a very important 
part. A horse well broken to lead is 
more attractive, easier to handle, and 
will command a higher price in the 
market than one that is not. In train- 
ing to lead, always teach the colt to 
walk beside you and never allow him 
to follow along behind, as is quite often 
done. This can be done by taking a 
whip in the left hand and touching 
him up a little from behind. A few 
lessons of this kind will teach him 
that the proper place for him is beside 
you and he will not want to be any 
place else. After being well trained to 
walk beside you, encourage him to 
trot. This can also be done by the use 
of the whip. It is well to have the 
lead shank in the mouth of the colt 
so he will not get away from you. In 
leading, keep the colt’s head well up 


and 
also keep his head as straight 


so as to make him look attractive 
stylish; 


ahead of him as possible. Do not 
make the lessons too long or tiresome, 
as short lessons, and often, are much 
better. 

After the colt is well broken to the 
halter so he will show to good ad- 
vantage, the next step is to get him 


used to the bitting harness. This con- 
sists of an open bridle with check, sur 
cingle, crupper, and side lines, which 
zo from the surcingle to the bit to pre- 


vent him from turning his head to 
either side. Put this on him and check

This may be done either single or 
double If single, they should be 


hitched in some kind of a breaking 
cart. This need not be one bought at 
a high price, but can be made by using 
two wheels of a light wagon with an 
axle to which attach two poles to act 
as shafts; arrange a seat, and the cart 
is ready for use. This may not look 
very nice, but will answer the purpose 
all right and will often save the hreak- 
ing of a good buggy. An oper bridle 
is best, for when broken in an open 
bridle they will usually go all right in 
blinders. Always start a colt with an 
easy bit, for a severe bit that will irri- 
tate the mouth will often make them 
misbehave where they would otherwise 
go all right. When first hitching a colt 
always use a harness with a breeching, 


so they will get used to it along with 
the rest of the harness. Now, before 
hitching it is best to put the hopples 
on, and then, should he do anything 


wrong, you have something to protect 
yourself, and if he goes all right you 
do not need to use them. Some people 
object to the use of hopples, but they 
are very useful, as they will teach a 
colt to stand in a much shorter time 
than can otherwise be done. 

When hitching the first time, be sure 


and not frighten the colt, as success 
ch depends on the first time 
hitched.

and oats and twenty-five pounds of 
bran, and of this mixture they should 
be given about one pound to one and 
one-eighth pounds for every 100 
hundred pounds weight of horse, divid- 
ed in three feeds. For instance, a 
1,600-pound horse should get eighteen 
pounds per day. This is approximately 
correct. There are cases, however, 
when it would be necessary to feed a 
little more or a little less. About two 
quarts of bran with a handful of oil 
meal added, and made into a mush and 
fed about eight o’clock in the evening, 
will be very beneficial, as is also a feed 
of carrots once a day. Always see that 
they clean their feed up well and are 
ready for the next meal. 

Grooming is very important. A horse 
with a sleek, glossy coat is much more 
attractive than one with long, dry hair 
They should receive a good cleaning 
at least once a day of head, neck and 
body, and not neglecting the feet and 
legs.

How to Get the Pigs Through. 


An lowa correspondent writes us 
that he expects to have a hundred pigs, 








has three hundred bushels of corn, 
some barley, some oats, and wants to 
know how he will get these pigs and 


their dams through most economically. 


If he has not sown three or four 
| acres of rape, sow it at once on rich, 
| well prepared land convenient to the 


hog yards, at the rate of four pounds 
per acre, and turn on when it is about 
eight or ten inches high. This will 
save a great deal of corn; just as much 
corn as could be grown on that acreage 
and have it, so to speak, in advance. 

Not being informed as to the prices 
of the various grains he proposes to 
buy, we can not give definite informa- 
tion We expect corn would be the 
cheapest, but it is not safe to give all 
corn Give oats or barley or wheat 
screenings, if they can be had, and 
then balance up the corn ration with 
about one-sixth as much oil meal or 
one-fourth as much gluten meal as 
corn 

Plant as 
a few acres of the 
get, part Pride of the 
Longfellow’s Yellow Dent; not Long- 
fellow’s Flint, but Longfellow’s Yellow 
Dent. The last time this is plowed put 
in cowpeas at the rate of about three 
pecks to the acre, putting them by hand 
between the rows so that they will be 
covered by the last plowing, then when 
the corn is in hard roasting ear the 
peas will likely be in the dough stage 
and you can then turn in your hogs. 

There are a great many farmers in 
exactly the same position as our corre- 
spondent. The pigs are coming fine 
this spring, pork is high priced, and 
all of them want to get their pigs 
through in good shape. We would say 
to keep them growing, shove them, but 
do not undertake to do it on an all 
corn diet. Pigs require more of a flesh- 
forming diet than corn furnishes, and 
that may be in the shape of oats, bar- 
ley, wheat screenings, shorts, or dam- 
aged wheat. We would make the most 
of it corn, using the rest, at least one- 
third in quantity, to balance the ration, 
and if we could get none of these things 
we would use oil meal at the rate of 
about one-sixth as much oil meal as 
corn.

The Weight at Which to Sell Hogs. 


This is one of the old questions 
which is ever new and, in the minds of 
a great many farmers, an unsettled 


It must ever remain so, so 
long as hogs are grown with two dif- 
ferent ends in view. There are some 
farmers who use hogs simply as scav- 
engers to consume that which would 
otherwise be wasted, according to the 


question. 


philosophy of the Irishman, who said: 
“The pig eats what we can not eat 
and then we eat him.” That is, there 


are farmers who have their pigs come 
in May on clover pastures but do not 
attempt to push their growth, and feed 
but little grain, using them in the win- 
ter to follow cattle, utilize the waste 
milk, ete., and then sell them at from 
a year to fifteen months old, weighing 
around 300 pounds. This method on 
many farms is the proper one to fol- 
low. It involves a great waste of food 
from one point of view, but the food 


that is wasted would be wasted any- 
how, and hence is of but little actual 
value. 


The other method of growing hogs 
is to furnish a market for corn in 
which the pig is pushed from birth to 
full fatness; fed, so to speak, with a 
scoop shovel. We have long since 
given our opinion that where this 
method is followed that hogs should 
be sold at from 175 to 200 pounds 
weight and that only under exceptional 
conditions can they be pushed further 
than this at a profit. The experiments 
conducted by Professor Henry at the 
Wisconsin station some years ago 
have, we think, fully demonstrated the 
correctness of this opinion. 


The philosophy underlying it is this: 
The larger the animal the _ greater 


amount of food is eaten as the food of 
support; that is, the bigger the ma- 
chine, other things being equal, the 
more it takes to run it. Gain can be 
made only on the excess of the food 
digested over and above the food of 
support, or, what it takes to run the 
machine. Hence, it is unprofitable to 
make the machine too large. Pro- 
fessor Henry found that when aged 
ows attained a weight of 600 pounds

Experiments recently made in Ger- 
many fully confirm this view. It was 
found that the profit in feeding ceased 
when the animal attained 200 pounds 
in weight. It then required 2 per cent 
of the live weight in food as the food 
of support. It took two pounds per 
day for the 100-pound hog, four pounds 
for the 200, and six pounds for the 300- 
pound hog. The profit ceased at 200 
pounds.
